Moorhouse (sce No. 87 in the list) is said to have risen from the ranks, and had greatly distinguished himself at the siege of Carangooly (January 1781); 
at the battle of Porto Novo (July 1781); and at the siege of Cuddalore (June 1783). His services were so highly thought of by the Madras Government, 
that, on receipt of the news of his death, the following General Order was published, March 22, 1791:—‘*Government having received advice of the death 
“of Lieut. Colonel Joseph Moorhouse, who was killed in the assault of the Pettah at Bangalore on the 7th instant, it has been resolved as a testimony 
“of respect to the memory of an Officer who has served the Company many years with zeal, spirit, and ability, that his remains, with the permission 
of the Ministers and Church Wardens, be publicly interred in the Church of Fort Saint George,* at the Company's expense, and a Marble Tablet 
fixed over his grave with a suitable Inscription in commemoration of his merits. It has been resolved likewise that a letter be written to Earl Corn- 
wallis¢ to inform him of this intention, and to request his Lordship will be pleased to direct that the body of the late Lieutenant-Colonel Moorhouse 
‘be moved to the Presidency as soon as the situation of affairs will admit.” 


His remains were in due course conveyed to Madras, and in the first week of November 1791 were interred with full military honours in the 
cemetery of St. Mary’s Church, Fort Saint George. Forty-seven minute guns were ordered to be fired from the saluting battery, from which fact it 
may be inferred that Moorhouse was 47 years of age. 


The tablet referred to above was executed in England by C. Peart, despatched to India by the Court of Directors in 1797, and duly placed on 
the wall of the S. aisle of St. Mary's Church. It is of white marble and represents Britannia seated on a lion, crowning a medallion head of Moor- 
house with laurel, below which is the following inscription :— 


By order of the Court of Directors | of the East India Company |to commemorate the distinguished services | of the late Joseph Moorhouse, Esqr., | 


Lieutenant-Colonel of the Coast Artillery: | who was killed at the | Attack of the Pettah Gate of| Bangalore,|on the Seventh Day of March | Anno 
Domini | MDCCXCI. | 


Moorhouse was married in St. Mary’s Church in October 1785 to Augusta, second and youngest daughter of the Rev. André Boisdaune.

PREFACE. 


RIOR to 1748 the Artillery ‘in the Honble. United East India Company’s Service on the Coast of 
Choromandel ” was organised, more or less, after the fashion of the Navy, but in that year “ Regulations 
for the Forming, Disciplining, and Governing a Company of Artillery” were issued by the Board in 
London, bearing date June 17, “as it is intended to abolish the offices of Gunners, Gunners’ Mates, 

Quarter Gunners and Gun-room Crew, and to consist in lieu of them a Regular Company of Artillery.” 


In 1747 a certain Captain Alexander Delavaux had heen engaged in England, and sent out to Fort 
St. David, Cuddalore, which was at that time the seat of Government, to be “Chief Engineer of all our 
settlements, and Captain of the Train of Artillery thereunto belonging,” and thus it came about that the first 
company of Madras Artillery was formed in the year 1748. A second company was added 1753; and a third 
in 1765. The three companies were then formed into one battalion, and so in the year 1765 the Madras Artillery 
(at that time called the Coast Artillery) commenced its existence as @ corps. 


Between 1748 and 1861—the year in which the Indian Artilleries were amalgamated * with the Royal 
Artillery —four troops of Madras (European) Horse Artillery were raised at various times, all of which still 
exist— now called J, M, P, and R, Batteries, R.H.A. 


Sixteen companies of Madras Foot Artillery (to some of which light tield batteries were latterly attached), 
were formed at various times, and 13 still survive, viz: Nos 24, 46, 47, 48, 49, 50, and 51 batteries, Royal 
Field Artillery; Nos. 12 and 13 companies, Eastern Division; No 19 company, Southern Division ; and 
Nos. 7, 8, and 16 companies, Western Division, Royal Garrisun Artillery. 


The first known printed list of Officers of the Madras Artillery—published about 1847—is entitled “ List 
of Officers of the Madras Artillery from Ab. 1758, to December 1845,” and is to be found in volume 7 of 
the ‘“ Madras Artillery Records” (R.A. Institution, Woolwich, Library, No. K/11) bound up between pages 1293 
and 1294. It was, apparently, compiled from Dodwell & Miles’ ‘‘ Alphabetical List of the Officers of the Indian 
Army ” published in 1838—a hook which is notorious for its mistakes and incorrectness as to names and datcs— 
and not only reproduces all the mistakes of that list but adds many new ones of its own. No attempt seems 
to have been made to test the accuracy of “ Dodwell and Miles.” 


As examples the two following cases may be cited. Andrew O’Beirne, No. 174 of the present list, is given 
by Dodwell as “ Andrew C. Beirne” which the 1847 list further transforms into “ Berine,” while Gerard Moore, 
No. 148 of the present list, is given by Podwell as “ Teerad,” and in 1847 as “ Jeerad.” 


A second edition of this list, with the following title, was published in 1867: “In Memoriam. Officers of the late 
regiment of Madras Artillery, from A.p. 1758 to 14th October 1861, the date of its ceasing to exist : with corrections 
up to 28th February, 1867. Compiled by Conductor E. P. Evans, Madras ; Printed at the Asylum Press, Mount 
"Road, by William Thomas, 1867.” Like the first list it is full of mistakes. 


Between the years 1748 and 1760 the appointment and succession of Officers appear to have been carried out in 
a very haphazard manner, and the information regarding the officers during this period is taken chiefly from Colonel 
Wilson’s ‘ History of the Madras Army” and from Major P. J. Beghbie’s ‘‘ History of the Services of the Madras 
Artillery” in which books Officers’ names are mentioned from time to time as being “ recommended for a commission,” 
being “killed in action,” “‘deserting,” and so forth. The tenure of commissions was generally very short. 


Every endeavour has been made to correct the mistakes and omissions of the former lists by reference to 
manuscript and printed lists, muster rolls, and other records at the India Office and the British Museum, and it is 
hoped that the present list (which, it may be added, contains 127 names not given in any former list) will, at least, 
prevent the names of the officers of the late Madras Artillery being lost sight of as time rolls on. 


Of 77 Madras Artillery Officers now living, 66 belong to the Royal Artillery (6 on the active, and 60 on the 
retired list); 9 to the Indian Staff Corps (all on the retired list) ; while 2 (Nos. 482 and 578) retired from the 
service before the amalgamation. 


For much assistance, and information, 1 am indebted to the authorities in the Military Department of the 
India Office; and to General G. G. Pearse, C.B. (No. 554), Colonel Commandant, Royal Horse Artillery, who 
most kindly placed at my disposal his MS.S. notes and additions to the so-called “In Memoriam ” list of 1867.

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THE COMMANDANTS OF THE MADRAS ARTILLERY. 


RIOR to 1795, the Commandants of the two battalions of the Madras Artillery had 
been independent, but in that year, the senior Lieutenant-Colonel was ordered to 
command the whole Corps, as executive Commanding Officer, and was styled ‘‘Colonel Commandant 
of Artillery,” or ‘‘ Lieut.-Colonel Commandant of Artillery,” according to his rank. He had, 
ex efficto, a seat on the Military Board at the head-quarters of Government. By General 
Order (214) of June 2, 1835, the Commandant was granted the rank of Brigadier of the 1st Class.
